GUNPOWDER BARREL 


It Is. Said That All of 
Germany, With the Ex- 
ception of the Southern 
States, Is in Rebellion. 
Reported Warrant Has 
Been Issued for Arrest 
of Ludendorff. 


Coblenz, March 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Unconfirmed re- 


ports received here are to the ef- 
fect that 1,000 persons have been 
killed at Kiel. It is said the situa- 
stion there is grave. 

The communists are reported to 
be gaining headway in Saxony and 
Westphalia. A soviet republic has 
been proclaimed at Chemnitz and 
Plauen. At Leipsic the workmen 
and the bourgegise parties are said 
to have come to an agreement. 

In the Ruhr basin the majority 
socialists have given an order to 

* aaa the strike, but it is doubted if 
the order is obeyed by the com- 
munists, who continue masters of 
the situation, Bgghmun, Dortmund 
and Gelsenkirchen. On the other 
hand, the communists have been 
badly beaten at Solingen and El- 
berfeld, where they put five thou- 
sand men in line. 

ESSEN IS CAPTURED; 
300 PERSONS KILLED. 

Berlin, March 19.—Essen surren- 
dered this afternoon to armed 
workmen after violent fighting, in 

gwhich it is estimated that three 
hundred persons were killed. 

It is reported -communists have 
occupied five railroad stations to 
the east of Berlin, and that troops 
are being rushed thither in armored 
cars. 

Collisions occurred between a 
large crowd and the troops at Cas- 
sel yesterday, in which several per- 
sons were killed or wounded. 

The Saxon government has de- 
clared the Leipzig region in a state 
of siege. 

According to advices dated Thurs- 
day, independents and communists 
in <Arnstadt, ten miies south of 
Erfurt, formed an executive com- 
mittee under whose jurisdiction the 
burgomaster placéd himself. Quiet 
is reported in the city.

Washington, March 19.—‘Strong 
remonstrances” have been made by 
the American government against 
rulings of the allied reffarations 
commission that under. the peace 
treaty, sale of certain German 
property in neutral countries tan 
be forced if necessary to satisfy 
the initial payment of the German 
indemnity. : 

Under-Secretary Polk, of the 
state department, writing today to 
Sbnator Henderson, democrat, Ne- 
vada, said “a further protest” was 
in preparation, as wuch a construc- 
tion of the treaty was contrary to 
an official interpretation exchang- 
ed between Germany and the allied 
powers, 

Letter of Polk. 

Mr. Polk’s letter was in response 
to an inquiry by Senator Henderson~ 
regarding reports that Great Brit- 
ain had requested that German 
property and all the rights of Ger- 
man citizens in electrical enter- 
prises in South America be taken 
over by the commission and subse- 
quently transferred to Great Brit- 
ain as part of the indemnity due it 
by Germany. 

Mr. Pork saia@ “the state Wepart:* 
as to

“There has been received, how- 
certain information having 
relation to your inquiry to the ef- 
fect that th@ allied governments 
represented on the reparations com- 
mission have advanced and pro-

Trying to Keep in Touch. 

“The department is endeavoring 
unofficially to keep in touch with 
matters coming up for decision be- 
fore the commission in order that 
any action of the commission which 
might be in derogation of American 
trade opportunities should not pass 
unchallenged. The department is 
handicapped, however, in that it 
has no right to demand such in- 
formation and this government not 
having ratified the treaty cannot 
exercise the right to,veto an in- 
terpretation of the commission’s 
powers such as contained in the 
construction of Article 235 men- 
tioned above. 

“Nevertheless, strong remon- 
strance has been made and a fur- 
ther protest is in preparation on 
the ground that the assumption 
and use of such powers is preju- 
dicial to general economic recon- 
struction: offers an opportunity to 
the governments dominating the 
reparations commission indirectly 
to exercise a dangerous controlling 
influence on private trade with 
Germany and incidentally is un- 
warranted by the terms of the trea- 
ty and contrary to the spirit if not 
the letter of the official interpre- 
tation given Germany by the allied 
powers before the signing of the 
treaty.”

NEBRASKAN’S SUBJECT 


He Compares Civilization 
to Mighty River Which 
Will Not Be Denied and 
Lists Obstructions Al- 
ready Swept Away and 
Those That Must Go. 


New York, March .19.—William J. 
Bryan had a birthday cake tonight 
with sixty candles onit. Its dimen- 
sions were three feet by two and 
it was brought into the banquet 
hall at the Aldine élub, where hun- 
dreds of his friends were staging 
a dinner in his honor. 


“All right to wish for the white 
house,” came a query as the toast- 
master urged each guest to make a 
wish when Mr. Bryan blew out the 
candles. But Mr. Bryan did not 
blow out the candles after all. He 
allotted this task to a woman from 
each table. 

A loud remark of “The treaty 
is dead now,” interrupted Mr. Bry- 
an as he was declaring that “the 
senate debate on the treaty is a 
disgrace.” Hesitating only for a 
second he replied: 

“I am not. willing to believe it 
is dead. The treaty has been de- 
feated. The people are greater than 
the senate and they can force the 
senate to do their will.” 

“The senator who is willing to 
spend one year arguing over a word 
doesn’t know the needs of the do- 
mestic problems in this country,” 
he added. 

This statement brought forth a 
storm of applause, 

Mr. Bryan referred to the action 
taken by the recent democratic con- 
vention at Albany against prohibi- 
tion. 

“There will be no wet plank in 
the platform either at Chicago or 
at San Francisco,” he declared. 

“The democratic party has been 
redeemed as every democratic state 
in the union has ratified the amend- 
ment,” he declared. 

Bryan’s Ambition. 

In his set speech Mr. Bryan de- 
clared that his ambition was not to 
enjoy the honors of public office, 
but to discharge as fully as possible 
his debt of gratitude to the Amer- 
ican people. 

This was the Nebraskan’s first 
pronouncement on the democratic 
presidential nomination since the 


announcement of his brother in Lin- 


coln on March 9 that the “eommon- 
er” would not vote for United States 
Senator G. M. Hitchcock if he were 
elected a delegate to the national 
conventon, 

Mr. Bryan made Known his stand 
in a speech at a dinner at the Al- 
dine club, arranged in celebration 
of his sixtieth birthday anniversary 
by friends admirers of all parties. 
This address was the first on a 
speaking tour that will embrace

cuss Present Form of 
City Government and 
Advocate Drastic 
Changes at Chamber 
Meeting. 


Continued expression of opinion 
that Atlanta’s first need in the as- 
Surance of her future advancement 
is a new form of city government 
featured the fifth of the group 
meetings of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce on Friday afternoon. 
An extemporaneous vote taken at 
the conclusion of the meeting 
showed the sentiment in favor of a 
new charter to be unanimous. 

Robert B. Troutman, a vice presi- 
dent of the chamber, said that the 
need was centered about the fact 
that a city was a municipal corpora- 
tion, of which the citizens are stock- 
holders, and that its affairs should 
be conducted on as businesslike and 
Systematic basis as any other ‘cor- 
poration. 

“Atlanta should decide upon the 
form of government she_ desires,” 
said Mr. Troutman, “and should im- 
mediately take steps to convince the 
legislators who will secure this 
form that it is the consensus of At- 
lanta jopinion that such a thing is 
needed. Whether or not this is an 
Atlanta: sentiment seems not very 
much in doubt, since the people 
seem to realize that a city manager 
or commission form of government 
constitutes the only solution to prop- 
er management of the affairs of the 
growing municipal corporation.” 

Want Concentration. 

Frank Weldon, in rollowing Mr. 
Troutman’s talk, said his belief was 
that the people wanted a@ govern- 
ment in which the authority and re- 
sponsibility of just management 
would be concentrated into one 
source, which, he said, was not per- 
missible under the present system 
with its various and unsystematized 
departments. 

The speakers for the new charter 
made the point that they did not 
wish to criticize the individuals who 
comprise Atlanta’s government, but 
that the system was antiquated and 
absolutely insufficient for the pres- 
ent needs of the city. 

Mr. Weldon also said that a fea- 
ture of the chamber of commerce’s 
program should be attention to the 
development of the state’s great 
wealth of unexploited water power. 
This, said Mr. Weldon, is particu- 
larly important with the present 
tendency toward enormous increase 
in the cost of steam power. 

The meeting on Friday afternoon 
was presided over by James B, Mc- 
Cutcheon, who opened the . session

Washington, March 19.—The sen- 
ate failed again tonight to ratify 
the treaty of Versailles, embodying 
the covenant of the league of na- 
tions, and sent it bacix to the presi- 
dent. The treaty lacked seven votes 
of the constitutional two-thirds ma- 
jority. The vote was forty-nine to 
thirty-five. 

Twenty-eight republicans and 
21 democrats voted for ratification. 
Twelve republicans and 28 demo- 
trats voted against ratification. Of 
the 12 serators absent er not voting, 
three republicans were “paired” 
against the treaty and six for it: 
oné democrat was “palred”-against, 
with two democrats for. 

Immediately after adoption of the 
Lodge resolution notifying the 
president of the senate’s inability 
to ratify the treaty, administratior. 
democrats undertook to have an- 
other vote on ratification. A stir- 
ring parliamentary battle ensued. 
The later vote was not obtained. 
The senate adjourned until Monday. 

The next move is up to the presi- 
dent. He is just where he stood on 
July 10, 1919 when he laid the treaty 
before the senate, except that he has 
learned again that the senate will 
not ratify the treaty without strong 
reservations. The vote tonight was 
a reiteration of the negative re- 
sponse given by a dominating mi- 
nority of the senate, November 139, 
"1919, to the demand of the Ameri- 
can people and the plea of the world 
for ratification.

Difficulties faced by the Atlanta 
Gas Light company in obtaining an 
adequate supply of oil for the manu- 
facture of gas, threatens a shortage 
of artificial gas in this city, it was 
stated Friday. Officials of the com- 
pany say they have a supply on 
hand at present which willl be suf- 
ficient for their needs for several) 
months to come, but beyond that the 
outlook is declared to be dubious. 
Oil dealers, they say, are refusing 
to sell them oil at any price, and 
when a supply becomes available, 
the company has no idea what price 
it will have to pay. 

The American Gas association is 
making strong endeavor to head off 
the prospective shortage of oil 
from which gas is manufactured, as 
the situation extends to all parts of 
the United States. The association 


, has sought the co-operation of util- 


ity commissions throughout’ the 


several states, and also has asked 


the aid of the United States geologi- 
cal survey. , 

Loca] officials state that the 
shortage is caused in part by the 
growing demands for gasoline and 
other products manufactured from 
crude oil. The increased use of oil 
by ocean steamships is given as an- 
other reason for the great demand. 
Strict economy is being observed by 
gas companies, at the suggestion of 
the national association, in order 
to conserve the existing supply.

FOR POLICE OFFICERS 


Alderman Carpenter Will 


Also Ask Abolishment of 
Leaves of Absence. 


Alderman J. L. Carpenter, of the 
eleventh ward, announced Friday 
that he will introduce at the next 
meeting of the council an ordinance 
to abolish all extended leaves of ab- 
sence to policemen, which it is now 


the practice of the police depart- 
ment to grant, and a resolution to 
increase the pay of the men on the 
force. 

Mr. Carpenter says the object of 
his twin papers is to bring about 
efficiency, which is obviously lack- 
ing in the department. The lu of 
high wages in other lines of work 
has attracted a number of the best 
men in the police department, says 
Mr. Carpenter, and they have ap- 
Plied for and received leaves of ab- 
sence to engage in other employ- 
ment that pays more money. 

This is a practice which has been 
hurtful to the efficiency of the de- 
partment ,he says, and also works 
a manifest injustice to supernu- 
merary policemen, since those who 
are out on leave of absence may re- 
turn to the force and be reinstated 
in their former position. He de- 
clares that the practice should be 
abolished altogether and that when 
a policeman quits the department 
temporarily for better wages else- 
where, upon his return he ought to 
take his place again as a super- 
numerary and work up. 

Policemen who have served four 
years on the force now receive $130 
a month. First-year men receive 
$115 a month, with a raise of $5 a 
month, or $60 yearly, until they 
reach the fourth year. Officers are 
paid a graduated scale. The pay of 
every member of the department 
was; raised $20 a month by the 
counci] last year. 

If substantial increases were 
again granted the men, irrespective 
of grade, said Mr. Carpenter, the ef- 
ficiency of the department would 
be raised to a much higher stand- 
ard and the desire to leave the force 
for temporary betterment would 
constantly die.

1. The bureau of education of the 
department of the interior must be | 
inyited to make a survey through | 
the regularly constituted authori- | 
ties of the city and county inter- 
ested. 

2. The bureau of education must 


have the right to publish and dis- |= 
triubute as a government pamphlet 
its findings. 

3. The city and county in which 
the surveys are made must bear the 
actual subsistence expenses and the 
necessary clerical hire of the inves- 
tigators. 

The salaries of the investigators, 
said Dr. Bunker, would be paid by 
the government, but the actual ex- 
penses, such as subsistence and cler- 
ical hire, would have to be borne 
by the community. 

Dr. Bunker would not venture an 
opinion as to the proposed merger 
of the two local school systems, 
stating that its success would de- 
pend naturally on local conditions. 

He did say, however, that if the 
position of superintendent were left 
elective by popular vote, as it would 
be under the proposed merger, the 
administrative section of the schools 
would be thrown into politics, serv- 
ing in large measure to nullify the 
god which a merger might other- 
wise accomplish. Dr. Bunker left 
for Washington Friday afternoon.

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“Art thou he that cometh, or leek 
we for another?’ quoted Dr. G. 
Campbell Morgan from the words 
of John the Baptist, as reported by 
Luke, as the text on his second 
evening address last night at the 
Baptist. Bible conference at the 
Tabernacle. 

The doubt expressed in the ques- 
tion arose in the mind of John, ac- 
cording to Dr. Morgan, because 
Christ's methods were not under- 
stood by him, wherefore he won- 
dered if the Christ that he saw 
were really the Messiah that had 
been prophesied in the Scriptures. 

And the doubt arose in John be- 
cause Christ raised no revolt 
against Roman tyranny, raised no 
army to defend the Jews against 
military oppression, issued no new 
political program to alleviate the 
many sufferings of and injustices 
to His people, perfected no organ- 
igation by which He was to over- 
come the world, even for His own 
Kingdom. 

Never Raised an Army. 

“Christians never raised an army 


that was succesful,” said the 
preacher, “the crusades being one 
example of the sure downfall of 
every such an effort to advance the 
cause of the church. The realm of 
Christian effort is spiritual only, 
and cannot be founded on worldly 
power. 

“Because Christ made no attempt 
to build a kingdom of temporal 
power, John, in prison, doubted 
that He really were the Christ, 
and’ sént the question to Him by 
messengers.” . 

“Christ’s answer, which consisted 
first of a demonstration of His 
work and secondly of a verbal re- 
ply telling the things He had done, 
was to be the answer of the church 
today,” said the doctor, “to those 
who are doubting, like John the 
Baptist, if she is really the medium 
through which God has chosen to 
carry on His work and save the 
world; which answer is simply to

RED CHAOS SEEMS 
ON TOP IN GERMANY 


Continued from First Pace. 


succeeded in emerging from the 
chaos into which it was thrown 
when Dr. Wolfgang Kapp and his 
associates by a coup d'etat took 
over the government a week ago. 
Although most all, if not all, of the 
troops which formed the backbone 
of the revolt have left the city 
proper, disorders continued  spas- 
modically during Thursday night 
and Friday. Many additional casual- 
ties, both in killed and wounded, oc- 
curred during this period. 

In addition’ to further shooting, 
in which a number of persons were 
killed or maimed in front of the 
Hotel Adlon, three officers were 
shot dead and one officer was mor- 
tally wounded at 1 o’clock today by 
members of the security police sta- 
tioned at the guard house at the 
Brandenburg gate. ‘The police or- 
dered an automobile bearing the of- 
ficers Who were reported to have 
been members of the Baltic force 
invaded Berlin, to halt. Thereupon 
a crowd surrounded the car and the 
officers opened fire with revolvers 
on civilians. An armored motor car

soldiers in it threw hand grenades 
into the officers’ car and simulita- 
neously the police fired with their 
rifles upon it. The three officers 
fell dead and the other toppled 
over, wounded.

Six civilians were wound- 
ed by the bursting missiles and 
were taken for medical aid into the 
Hotel Adlon.

In the early morning two per- 
sons were killed and seVen were 
wounded in disorders which ended 
in street fighting. 

There was much disorder last 
night in the outlying sections of 
Berlin in the workmen’s districts 
east and north of the city, and even 
in the semi-fashionable Schoenen- 
berg section, where it is reported 
that twelve unarmed army officers 
leaving the city on a truck were 
dragged off the vehicle by a mob 
and severely beaten and several of 
them killed. 

Reports from cities and towns in 
various parts of Germany tell of 
continued operations by radicals, 
but in some of the cities the rad- 
ical movement seemingly is waning 
and workmen are returning to their 
jobs. This is especially true 
south Germany. 

The expectation has been that 
President Ebert and his faithful 
ministers would arrive in Berlin to- 
day to join Gustav Noske, minister 
of defense, and Dr. Shiffer, minis- 
ter of justice, and aid them in thelr 
efforts to. stabilize the situation. 
Information from Stuttgart, howev- 
er, is to the effect that the depar- 
ture of the Ebert gevernment to 
the capital has been postponed, and 
that its appearance here cannot be 
expected before Sunday, and possi- 
bly not until next Tuesday. 

According to present plans, the 
national assembly members will 
leave Stuttgart in time to attend a 
meeting of the assembly in Berlin 
on Tuesday.

Virtually the same scene was re- 
enacted ten minutes later when an- 
other detachment of Baltic troops, 
turning at the Brandenburg gate, 
fired departing shots from machine 
guns into the crowd in front of the 
Adlon. The grating, which had been 
replaced, was again torn down by 
the rush. This time a larger num- 
ber of casualties resulted, fifteen 
wounded being brought to the ho- 
tel. Three of these wounded persons 
died later. 

The majority of the guests in the 
hotel, including a number of Amer- 
ican women, took refuge in their 
rooms, behind doub#e bolted doors, 
believing the hotel would be sacked 
by the mob. Among the guests of 
the hotel only a few were daring 
enough to venture out into the dark 
streets tonight to reach some of the 
restaurants which were reopening. 
Nearly all went to bed hungry. 

A sudden and widespréad revival 
of the  anti-Semetic movement 
made itself felt when at intervals 
throughout the day leaflets were 
distributed protesting against the 
presence of Jews in public offices 
and attempting to inflame the pub- 
lic mind by cartoons picturing the 
German people as starving in a cage 
while well-fed and prosperous Jew- 
ish merchants look on and are made 
to say “Don’t feed the animals.” 
Permanent Jewish residents are out- 
spoken in expressing their serious 
apprehension over the recurrence 
of the movement at this time. 


Baltic Troops Accused. 


The Baltic troops, which made 
such a sanguinary departure from 
the city, are accused of taking a 
leading part in the agitation and 
numerous inciting handbills are at- 
tributed to them. Among the anti- 
Semetic street speakers were Baltic 
officers and enlisted men, 

Since the first German revolution 
in November, 1918, it has been esti- 
mated that about 80,000 Jews from 
Russia, Poland, Galicia and Easé 
Pfussia have come to Berlin.

SHOWN IN EXPORTS 


Washington, March 19.—Decided 
decrease in exports is shown by the 
February foreign trade statement, 
issued today by the bureau of for- 
eign and omestic commerce, ex- 
ports for the month amounting to 
$646.000,000, the smallest monthly 
total since October, 1919. Imports 
also decreeased from $474,000,000 in 
January to $4674#00,000. 

Exports during the eight months 
ending March 1 amounted to $5,231,- 
000,000, against $4,383,000,000 during 
the corresponding period of 1918-19. 
Imports for the eight months 
ceeded by $140,000,000 the imports 
during the entire fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1919. 

Imports of gold during February 
were usually small, amounting to 
$4,473,000, against exports of $43,- 
000.000. For the eight months’ pe- 
riod gold imports were $43,000,000, 
against exports of $362,000,000. Sil- 
ver imports amounted to $12,000,000 
in February, and $68,000,000 in the 
eight months, while exports of sil- 
ver were valued at $16,000,000 for 
the month, and $137,000,000 for the 
eight months.

QUARANTINE PROPOSED! 


ON PNK BOLL WORM 


Washington, March 19.—Discov- 
ery of the pink boll worm in Louis- 
iana and its reappearance in Texas 
caused the department of agricul- 
ture today to issue notice of public 
hearings to be held here April 6 to 
consider the advisability of quar- 
antining those states. . 

The department issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The determination early in Feb- 
ruary of this year of the establish- 
ment of the pink boll worm in 
southwestern Louisiana in the par- 
ishes of Cameron, Calcasieu and 
Jeff Davis, under circumstances 
which indicate that this insect has 
been present there for at least two 
years, and the distribution of cot- 
ton seed and cotton from this dis- 
trict during these years to various 
points in Louisiana and also in 
Texas, together with the reappear- 
ance of this insect in the old Trinity 
bay district in Texas, have added 
very much to the seriousness of th 
pink boll worm situation. : 

“Hitherto this insect was known 
to occur only in certain restricted 
areas in Texas and with the aid 
of federal funds and state co-epera- 
tion both in quarantine measures 
and in clean-up and general control 
work the insect has seemed to be 
on a fair way to be exterminated, 
and thére has been no real need of 
a federal quarantine. 

“While the notice of hearing is 
drawn to cover the states of Texas 
and Louisiana as a whole, it is 
hoped that it will be possible, 
through the co-operation of the 
States~concerned, and particularly 
the establishment by thees states 
of quarantines prohibiting the 
growth of cotton In the areas actu- 
ally known to be infested, to limit 
the restrictions imposed under the 


federal quarantine to-the areas ac- | 


tually determined as infested. 

“It is recognized that the ex- 
termination of this insect in Texas 
and also now in Louisiana is ab- 
solutely contjngent on the prohibi- 
tion of the growth of cotton in in- 
fested areas. The growth of cot- 
ton under restriction or other meth- 
ods of control simply means the 
perhaps slower, but no less cer- 
tain, ultimate spread of this insect. 
Extermination is possibly only 
when the infestation is just begin- 
ning and when the insect is scanty 
in numbers and limited in distribu- 
tion. Any postponement or limita- 
tion, therefore, of the effort at 
this time means practically the 
loss of the opportunity of exter- 
mination.and an acceptance of the 
ultimate spread of this pest 
throughout the south. Success in 
this effort at extermination neces- 
sarily requires absolte co-operation 
of the states concerned in the 
measures outlined. 

“Promptly following the discov- 
ery of the infestation by the pink 
boll worm in the southwestern part 
of the state of Louisiana, the au- 
thorities of that state established 
a drastic quarantine prohibiting 
the growth of cotton in the infest- 
ed parishes. It is hoped that the 
state of Texas will take measures 
promptly to continue the do-opera- 
tion which it has hitherto given, 
and, particularly to provide for the 
prohibition of the growth of cotton 
in the infested areas and for the 
reimbursement of planters as in the 
case of Louisiana.”

In timesof unusually high water 
these plants have to close, throw- 
ing thousands of employees out of 
work; and this suspension of oper- 
ations and of mill output runs into 
a loss aggregating millions. 

In view of that experience, the 
present apprehension is easily ac-- 
counted for; because under exist- 
ing conditions the inundation of 
last fall may be repeated at any 
time. 

So long as this river is left free 
and uncontrolled, life and property 
alor,;; its course must remain in 
constant danger. 

The effect of this insecurity—not 
alone upon the peace of mind of 
the valley residents, but upon prop- 
erty values as well—is readily un- 
derstood. 

And yet it is not only possible, 
but entirely feasible, to construct a 
system of dams along the Chatta- 
hoochee between Gainesville and 
Columbus, to convert what is now 
a constant menace into a rich bless- 
ing! 

This stream has a fall of more 
than 500 feet between Atlanta and 
Columbus, which, by the construc- 
tion of a system of dams and im- 
pounding reservoirs—plans for 
which were long ago worked out by 
government engineers—could be 
made to produce hundreds of thou- 
sands of horse power of hydro- 
electric energy; and by the same 
process what is now either a shallow 
watercourse In summer or a raging 
torrent in wet weather could be 
converted Into a year-around nav- 
igable waterway from Atlanta to 
the Gulf of Mexico! 

Beside relieving the valley from 
all danger of flood, this proposed 
would supply an 
abundance of power and electric 


and domestic uses for Georgia and 
Alabama, and by so doing it would 
go a long way toward the solution 
of the distressing fuel situation, and 
at the same time it would open up 
an additional avenue of cheap 
freight transportation connecting 
the interior of Georgia with the out- 
side world. 

It is a big undertaking—but it 
can be done!

The position of The Savannah 
Press in regard to the best candi- 
date for the democratic nomination 
for president is well known.

In the latter class he placed the 
profiteer, private monopoly, ob- 
stacles to the wage earners’ prog- 
ress and the farmers’ advance, and 
the rules of the United States sen- 
ate, which, he declared, should be 
changed so as to allow a majority 
to close debate and compel a vote. 

He suggested “three remedies 
that surpass all others in effective- 
ness, freedom of speech, supplying 
of citizens with ‘incorruptible chan- 
nels of information’; a government 
bulletin, not a newspaper,’ and faith 
in the intelligence and capacity of 
the people.’ He refused to admit the 
possibility of revolution in the 
United States. 

“If the people’s will is obstructed, 
the force that accumulates behind 
the barrier is the guaranty that it 
will be removed,” he said. -“If tem- 
| porary damage is done in the tran- 
sition from the abnormal condition 
caused by the obstruction, to the 
normal condition of progress, the 
blame is not upon those who re- 
move the fetters placed upon the 
people’s will, but upon those who 
are foolish enough to deny the right 
of the people to have what they 
want in government. 

Political Situation Analyzed. 

“We can better understand the 
politica] situation which we have to 
meet today if we bear in mind three 
propositions: 

“First—That greed and ~selfish- 
ness are always attempting to ob- 
struct human progress. 

“Second—That the sooner an obd- 
will is re- 
moved, the better for all concerned. 

“Third—Right always triumphs in 
the end,

“We have learned at least one 
lesson, namely, that it is a mis- 
take to require a two-thirds vote 
to ratify a treaty. A — oe of 
congress can declare war; ught 
to be aS easy to end a war as to 
begin it. 

“The league of nations, with our 
nation a member, is the highest 
tribunal that has been conceived 
by the mind and heart of man, 
and our natior’s influence in the 
league should go far toward mak- 
ing war impossible by cultivating 
the spirit of brotherhood. Our na- 
tion’s representatives in the leagus 
should be elected in districts by 
popular vote.” 

Among obstructions which Mr. 
Bryan said he had seen swept away 
were efforts of predatory wealth 
to prevent direct election of United 
States senators by the people: ef- 
forts of the rich to prevent au- 
thorization of an income tax; ef- 
forts of a few money magnates of 
Wall street to kill the currency law 
which removed the center of finan- 
cal power from New York to Wash- 
ington; efforts of powerful finan- 
cial interests to stave off the com- 
and efforts to 
prevent enfranchisement of women. 

“Woman's influence is. needed 
just now to silence opposition to 
the prohibition amendment and to 
hasten the day of universal peace,” 
declared Mr. Bryan. “Woman's in- 
fluence is needed throughout the 
world to oppose universal military 
training and provide for a referen- 
dum on war except in case of in- 
vasion.” 

Obstructions That Must Go. 


Turning to obstructions he said 
were still to be swept away, Mr. 
Bryan continued: 

“One is led by the profiteer who 
is vain enough to suppose that civil- 
ization will halt at hfS command. 
He owes his existence to the oppor- 
tunities offered by the war. 

“The obstruction must be_re- 
moved and the sooner it is removed, 
the easier will be the return to the 
period of honest prices and fair 
dealing. We need commissions in 
states and cities for the investiga- 
tion of charges of extortion with 
laws for the punishment of the 
guilty. If this is nt sufficient, 
it may become necessary to regu- 
late the’ middlemen’s profit as we 
now regulate the interest that the 
banker can charge. 

“Another great problem that 
presses upon us for solution is that 
presented by the private monopoly. 
All the beneficiaries of monopoly 
are assembling in one army and 
under one leadership to challenge 
the right of the people to own and 
operate natural monopolies in the 
interest of the public. tI matters 
not in what form the issue is pre- 
sented, whether in the corporate 
ownership of municipal franchises 
or in the private ownership of tele- 
graph lines, telephone lines or rail- 
road lines, it is an obstruction that 
must ‘de, removed.

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H.\C. FOLGER WILL 
OUST GAMESTERS 
FROM BALL PARKS 


Merit brings its own reward— 


|} even in the world of sport. H. Clay 


Folger, for many years chief of the 
private police at the Cleveland 
American league park, is going to 
assist Ban Johnson to keep the 
gamblers out of the ball parks this 
summer, and ere long he may have 
the title of “Chief of Police of the 
American League.” 


Folger is a sworn enemy of gam- 
bling at baseball games. With a 
force of less than thirty men, he 
bas almost entirely eliminated the 
gambling evil at the Cleveland bal! 
yard, and when the business of 
chasing the gamesters became slack 
he turned his attention to muzzling 
the users of profane language. Ban 
Johnson says the Cleveland ball park 
is the cleanest in’ the league with 
regard to gambling and profanity. 

At the recent Chicago meeting, 
after peace was declared between 
Johnson and the Frazee-Ruppert- 
Comiskey contingent, Big Ban made 
a little talk on prospects for the 
coming season. Among other things 
he fired a broadside into the gam- 
blers. He asked the co-operation 
of all the magnates, and he got it 
quick, with permission to handle 
the menace in any way he saw fit 
to get results. Ban admitted the 
gambling evil would probably ke nu 
worse this year than in the Past, 
but he advocated keeping after it. 

Johnson has had two conferences 
with Folger. He had the Cleveland 
man explain his system. Folger de- 
clared there was nothing mysterious 
about it. He told the American 
league executive his crew gets a 
line on general gamblers, then 
watches them closely when they 
visit the ball yard. He says the 
fact that the gamblers were Watch- 
ed and knew they were watched had 
the desired effect in Cleveland. Less 
than a dozen arrests for gambling 
have been made by Folger’s men in 
Cleveland during the past ten years. 

Folger suggests the liberal use of 
private detectives in each city to 
get a line on baseball gamblers whs 
operate where the tickers hold forth.

Better Exchange. 


The stock market got some en- 
couragement from the marked im- 
provement in foreign exchange 
rates, although it is doubtful 
whether this had any direct bearing 
on the day’s price movements.

February. The strong tone was 
maintained up to the end of the day, 


being in no way affected by Secre- 
tary Houston’s admission that he 
knew nothing of large shipments of 
golaf said to be on the way here 
from Europe.

Because the incom® 
tax payment financing is past, relief 
is apparent among commercial] pa- 
per dealers, but there is no visible 
yielding in actual discount ratgs, 
which continue to rule at 6% per 
cent for best names and 7% per cent 
for others. 

Public Not in Market. 


In the course of the last three 
weeks of rising prices, Wall street 
has paused from time to time, look- 
ing about to see if the public had 
come into the market. Finding it 
had not, attention again turned. to 
the stock board in an effort to mak® 
outside following. But it is seldom 
in the early stages of an advanc- 
in the eearly stages of an advanc- 
ing market that the public does 
come in. Past experience has shown 
that not until such movements are 
in full swing does_ participation 
from the outside appear in large 
force. Some scattered activity 
through commission houses has 
been noticed of late, but not in suf- 
ficient volume to be a factor in 
the trading. Nor has there been 
any conspicuous evidence of inter- 
est on the part of this element, 
such as usually reveals itself 
through inquiry at brokers’ offices. 

In the light of what happened 
last fall, and throwghout the win- 
ter months, it will probably require 
some careful nursing of the touchy 
spots left from the wide declines 
of that period before the public 
can be brought back. But an ad- 
vancing market is its own best 
advertisement and if the rise con- 
tinues it may be safe to predict 
that this very same public will 
again put in an appearance and let 
by-gones be by-gones. When board 
rooms bceome crowded at the noon 
hour the professional element will 
begin to arrange a gradual but 
quiet withdrawal. 

It is hardly likely that any !Im- 
mediate action will be taken by 
congress to correct the badly bal- 
anced section of the present tax 
laws. The suggestions of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Houston in 
this connection have met with little 
response from either the democratic 
or republican leaders. 

There is general agreement 
among authorities on revenue leg- 
islation that an equitable tax Sys- 
tem calls for a reduction in the ex- 
cess profit tax and also that: good 
business dictates that this tax shall 
be reduced in the next two years 
if further expansion in business 
underatkings is to be encouraged. In 
order to develop industries to meet 
competition that will in all likeli- 
hood be most severe in the net 
two: years, business must be allow- 
ed to accumulate substantial re- 
sources. The opinion has been ex- 
pressed that some of the larger 
corporataions have only been able 
to avoid embarrassment through 
heavy tax payments by reason of 
finding some means of avoiding a 
part of these paYments. 

General Chemical Dividend. 


Following the lead of the Crucible 
Steel company, the General. Chem- 
ical company has declared a stock 
dividend of 20 per cent. This will 
give the present stockholders one- 
half of the new stock for each five 
shares now held. It will be neces- 
sary to issue $3,041,600 additional 
common stock as there are 1o,- 
208.000 outstanding, out of @ capli- 
talization of $20,000,000. 

The announcement by 
eral Chemical directors was not a 
surprise, as in November last a 
statement was sent out to the ef- 
fect that pending the decision of 
the supreme court as to the status 
of stock dividends, action by _ the 
company would be postponed. Kar- 
nings of the company in the last 
five years have been on a record 
scale and as a result it has built 
up a surplus equal to more than 
100 per cent of the outstanding 
common stock.
